For  this  argues  a 
sound  night’s  sleep  after  a  well-spent 
day,  neither  of  which  is  among  the 
possibilities  of  following  foolish  fash 
ion.  Let  us  then  have  a  breakfast  of 
•steak  <>r  chops  with  good  coffee,  hot 
rolls,  and  eggs,  and  we  are  ready  for 
a  day's  work. 

After  all  the  abuse  that  has  been 
heaped  uj»on  hot  bread,  I  am  glad  to 
lend  my  vuiee  in  its  defense. 
Properly  made,  that  is,  without  per 
nicious  alkiili  or  half- baking,  I  have 
found  it  not  only  as  easily  digested, 
but  many  times  more  so,  than  any 
cereal  food  that  my  dyspeptic  patient) 
eat;  and  that  it  is  infinitely  more  pal¬ 
atable.  Hot  rolls,  as  purchased  from 
a  first-class  city  bakery,  are  among  the 
most  desirable  of  morning  foods.  I 
regret  that  I  cannot  say  so  much  for 
oatmeal,  though  mauy  persous  seem 
to  tliiuk  that  it  Constitutes  the  most 
needful  and  nutritious  portion  of  their 
breakfast.  But  recent  experiments 
prove  that  by  fax-  the  greater  part  of 
what  is  taken  passes  through  the  hotly 
mu-hang,  d,  acting  merely  as  an  irxi 
taut  l<*  sluggish  liowels  as  it  goes 
along.  To  digest  this  intractable  food 

*  properly,  hard  out  door  labor  seems 
t.  •  be  necessary,  and  I  am  convinced 
that  the  only  nutritive  value  it  has  for 
a  majority  of  my  readers  is  found  in 
the  cream  that  is  eaten  with  il,  which 
would  much  better  be  taken  alone. 

In  October,  and  for  that  matter,  in 
every  month,  most  careful  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  airing  of  sleep 
ing  apartments,  and  especially  bed¬ 
ding.  Too  little  heed  is  given  to  this 
important- sanitary  regulation.  Dur¬ 
ing*  sleeping  hours,  when  our  warm 
lioilies  lie  comfortably  covered  from 
cold  vyliile  we  draw  from  repose  the 
strength  that  is  to  carry  us  through 
another  waking  day,  exhalations  of 
many  and  noxious  kinds  are  thrown  off 
from  every  inch  of  our  skin.  These 
are  eagerly  absorbed  by  soft  mattresses 
and  lad  clothing,  there  to  be  retained 
and*  stored,  unless  gotten  rid  of  each 
morning  by  thorough  ventilation.  All 
..f  these  poisonous  sulistances  are  vol¬ 
atile  and  may  la;  sent  adrift  into  purify¬ 
ing  air  much  more  easily  than  other 
sewage  matter  cau  la*  handled,  but  to 
do  this  takes  time  and  attention.  If 
one  of  our  delicate  women  could  see 
condensed  into  visible  form  the  gases 
and  other  fluids  that  her  lasl  has  col¬ 
lected  from  her  fair  form  through  a 
single  night,  no  caution  of  mine  would 
be  needed.  She  would  air  her  bed¬ 
ding  herself  afterwards.  Directly 
upon  arising,  blinds  should  be  throw  n 
wide  opeu — for  I  am  assuming  that  no 
reader  of  “The  American”  is  barbarian 

,  enough  to  ilream  of  sleeping  in  a  room 
with  closed  windows — and  every  arti¬ 
cle  upon  the  liedstead  given  a  com 
plete  shaking  up.  Sheets  anil  blan¬ 
kets  should  be  'exposed  to  direct  sun¬ 
light  for  an  hour,  and  if  the  same  ilose 
am  l>e  given  to  mattresses,  well;  if  not, 

*  they  should  l»e  thrown  up  in  a  loose 
.heap  so  that  free  air  ‘may  reach  every 
part.  It  is  preferable  that  half  a  (lav, 
until  noon,  be  given  to  this  air-cleans 
ing.  to  which  but  too  little  attention  is 
generally  paid. — - Irnerican  Mayazint .*

,  How  to  Act  at  a  Fire. 

Mr  A  W  C.  Shewn  recently  gave 
the  following  simple  direction  )»>»  to 
art  on  the  occurrence  of  fire,  before 
the  s*-iety  of  Art mi  “  Fire  requires 
air  ;  therefore,  on  its  ap|«^araii.T*  every 
effort  should  I*  made  to  exclude  the 
air,  shut  all  doors  and  ’  window*.  By 
this  m«-ans  fire  may  lit  omfined  t* 
single  room  for  a  sufficient  period 
enable  all  the  inmates  to  l<e  aroused 
and  escape  ;  but  if  the  doors  and  win¬ 
dows  are  thrown  open,  the  fanning 
the  wind  and  the  draught  will  instant 
ly  cause  the  flames  Uj  increase  w  itb  ex 
tra*«rd mary  rapidity.  It  must  never 
be  forgotten  that  the  most  precious 
moments  are  at  the  commencement  <>f 
a  tire,  and  not  a  single  second  of  time 
should  be  l<j6t  in  tackling~it.  In 
r<  «oln  a  tablecloth  can  be  t»o  Used  as 
smother  a  large  sheet  of  flame,  and 
cushion  may  serve  to  beat  it  out; 
c*iat  or  anything  similar  may  l*e  used 
with  equally  successful  result.  Th* 
great  point  is  presence  of  mind,  calm 
n.  ss  in  danger,  action  guided  by  rea¬ 
son  and  thought.  In  all  large  houses 
buckets  of  water  should  lie  placed  on 
every  landing,  a  little  salt  lieing  j 
into  the  water.  Always  endeavor 
attack  the  bed  of  the  tire  ;  if  you  can 
not  extinguish  a  fire,  shut  the  window, 
and  l>e  sure  to  shut  the  door  wheu 
making ^good  your  retreat.  A  wet 
silk  handkerchief  tied  over  the  ey 
and  nose  will  make  breathing  possible 
in  the  midst  of  much  smoke,  and 
blanket  wetted  and  wrapt  round  the 
body  will  enable  a  person  to  pass 
through  a  sheet  of  flame  in  corapara 
tive  safety.  Should  a  lady’s .  dress 
catch  tire,  let  the  wearer  at  once  lie 
down  ;  rolling  may  extinguish  the  fire 
but  if  not,  anything,  woolen  preferred, 
wrapped  tightly  round  will  effect  the 
desired  purpose.  A  burn  becomes 
less  painful  the  moment  the  air  is  ex 
eluded  from  it.  For  simple  burns, 
oil  or  the  white  of  an  egg  cau  be  used. 
One  part  of  carbolic  acid  to  six  parts 
of  olive  oil  is  found  to  lie  invaluable 
in  most  cases,  slight  or  severe,  and  the 
first  layer  of  lint  should  not  be  remov¬ 
ed  till  the  cure  is  complete,  but  satur¬ 
ated  by  the  application  of  fresh  outer 
layers  from  time  to  time.  Linen  rag 
soaked  in  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
lime  water  and  linseed  oil  also  forms 
a  good  dressing.  Common  whitinj 
very  gixxl^applied  wet  and  continual 
ly  ilamjieil  with  a  sponge.

I  have  been  much  gratified  in  looking 
over  your  clean  columns,  and  can  hardly 
fail  to  congratulate  the  people  of  Bloom- 
fleii  on  having  so  good  a  local  paper  as 
Tite  Citizen.

I  will  give  you  one  among  many  instances 
in  my  experience:  A  merchant  withdrew 
Ids  advertising  patronage  for  one  year, 
partly  because  business  was  dull  and  “be 
wasn’t  sure  that  advertising  would  do  any 
good,"  and  partly  to  see  what  the  result 
would  be — to  test  the  thing.  Well,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  during  the’ilrst  week 
of  the  next  year,  he  had  inserted  an  adver¬ 
tisement  filling  a  column,  well  displaced. 
During  the  second  week  of  the  new  year 
he  called  me  into  his  store,  and  Informed 
me  that  his  new  advertisement  had  gained 
him  one  new  customer  from  out  of  town, 
who,  on  seeing  what  he  advertised,  drove 
fifteen  miles  and  bought  good9  enough  to 
more  than  pay  for  his  whole  year  of  ad¬ 
vertising.  The  merchant’s  sales  for  the 
year  thus  begun  were  largely  Increased 
over  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  he 
became  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  util¬ 
ity  of  advertising.  Persons  who  want 
more  trade  must  let  people  know  that 
they  have  gpods,  and  what  goods  they 
have  for  sale.  Those  who  want  boarders 
to  help  pay  their  house  rent,  or  to  help 
meet  their  current  expenses  ;  or  who  are 
looking  for  “situations"  ;  or  who  as  teach¬ 
ers  want  pupils;  or  owners  of  real  estate- 
who  desire  to  sell  or  lease  houses,  must 
let  peoRle  kuow  their  wants.  And  there 
is  no  better  medium  than  a  local  news¬ 
paper  through  which  to  make  these  wants 
known.  No  Instrument  is  more  helpful 
in  improving  and  building  up  a  place  than 
th©  local  newspaper,  and  owners  ofjeal  or 
personal,  especially,  should  recognize  this 
fact,  while  all  classes  who  desire  to  em¬ 
ploy  help  or  Jo  be  emplojed,  should  re¬ 
sort  to  their  ’  local  paper.  By  becoming 
subscribers  and  constant  readers  of  their 
local  paper,  they  will’  be  likely  to  know 
what  is  going  on  about  them,  and  thus 
become  better  able  to  help  themselves 
and  others  in  Innumerable  ways.

The  well,  from  w  ich  the  sup¬ 
ply  will  be  drawn  f<»r  the  present.  Is  sinii 
lar  to  the*-**  from  which  the  East  Orange 
supply  is  taken.  It  iw  thirty  feet  in  diam¬ 
eter.  -and  has  been  already  sunk  to  the 
depth  of  fi't)  feet.  Already  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  water  Is  aaeured.  and  several 
analyses  that  have  !»eeri  made  show  it  to 
be  perfectly  pure  and  wholesome.  The 
well  is  to  be  dug  still  deeper,  and  then  a 
number  of  holes  will  be  drilled  in  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  well  to  a  further  depth  of  tweo 
ty-flve  feet.  A  representative  of  the 
Water  Company  says  that  there  Is  no 
doubt  that  when  completed  the  well  will 
supply  100.0UO  000  gallons  of  water  per 
day.  The  pumping  station,  a  neat  brick 
building,  is  nearly  completed,  and  soon-' ' 
the  new  machinery  will  be  put  In.  This 
will  consist  of  two  engines  and  two  Worth¬ 
ington  p  imps  each  capable  of  furnishing 
1.000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  engines 
and  pumps  are  duplicated  §o  that  if  an  ac¬ 
cident  should  happen  to  one,  the  other 
cau"do  all  the  pumping  and  the  supply 
constantly  kept  up.  The  pumps  can  be 
used  either  for  pumping  water  Into  the 
reservoir  or  will  give  a  supply  by  direct 
pressure.  For  fire  protection,  215  hy¬ 
drants  have  been  put  In  aud  the  three 
hose  companies  will  probably  be  fully 
equipped  by  the  time  the  water  Is  turned 
ou.  The  company  have  already  200  ap¬ 
plications  from  private  consumers  for 
counedtioQ  with  the  mains  and  forty  oi 
the  taps  have  already  been  made.  A  fit¬ 
ting  celebration  of  the  turning  on  of  the 
water  is  talked  of,  but  no  active  steps 
have  yet  been  taken.
